Step Two 

Driving the School Bus 

• Slide the UOFF/H sv\toh on the back of 
the School Bus to L (Lov\^ or H (High) to 
select the \43lurre le\^ for the rrelody. 

• Press the i^xight arrow on vcxjrtrarnsrritter 
to dive fbrvAard. 

• Press the circle arrowto di\^ the Schod 
Bus backvvard ard in a circle. 

• Release the bUttorrs to stop the School 
Bus. 

VUnen the Schod Bus is rroving fbr\Aard, the passengers move 

fromside to side while listening to the rrelody that plays. No 

rrelody is heard Wren rroving backvvard. 



Helpful Hints 

• Running VOLT School Bus Ibr long periods of 

time can generate a heat level, vvhich 

results invvearandtearontine rrobor. Wnen 
tine battery povver dies in you'School Bus, 
let tine vehicle cool dovwn tor lO rrinutes 
before installing new batteries. 

• Ifthe rroter runs, but does tnotrespord to the 
transrritter, nrove the transrritter closer to 
tine School Bus and try again. 

• If sorreone is using a CB nearby this may 
cause interfererce. Mc^e you" School Bus 
away fromthe CB. 

• You carrot operate you" School Bus near 
devices wtin transrritters that use tine sane 
fiequency (27 MHz).
